Tue toxt has been at length published, 
of the treaty between Russia and Japan 
by which the latter cedes Saghalien to 
the Czar. The previous joint posses- 
sion of this island by the two powers 
is well known, and it is not unnatural

the joint occupation should have led to 
tho present arrangement. We can 
hardly suppose that Japan has ceded 
so large a possession of free will; but 
in such cases the weaker party has, of 
course, to yield, and Japan escapes 
from political complications, at the cost 
of a large extent of territory, Sagha- 
lien, as most of our readers are aware, 
is a long and narrow island running 
nearly north and south along the shores 
of Asiatic Russia, at the foot of the sea 
of Ochotsk, It is nearly 588 miles 
in length and about 120 in its extreme 
breadth, and is estimated to contain 
some 82,000 square miles, of which tho 
northern half belonged to Russia, and 
the southern to Japan, The population 
is scanty, not exceeding eight or nine 
thousand ‘souls on a territory more 
than half the size of England. The 
western half of the island is fertile, but 
on the eastern balf the vegetation is 
stunted. The fisheries are valuable; but 
it is likely that the coal mines which 
have been lately discovered there by the 
Russians, constitute the chief value of 
the possession. ‘The cession takes, in 
the treaty, the form of an exchange :— 

1.—The Emperor of Japan and his 
descendants cede their right to possess 
any dominion in Saghalien, and all other 
sovereign rights in that territory, to 
the Czar of Russia, The entire island 
of Sagbalien to belong henceforth to the 
latter. The Strait of Lapérouse to be 
the future boundary between tho two 
Empires on that side. 

2.—The Czar of Russia and his de- 
scendauts cede for their part all their 
dominions in the Kurile Islands, viz 
Shumushu, Araid, Baramshira, Makan. 
rushi, Ouekodan, Harimukodan, Ekar. 
ma, Sbaskodan, Musbil, Raicoke, 
Matsua, Rasua, Sredonia, Ushishira, 
Ketoi, Shimusbira, Broton, Chiyelboy, 
and Bratte Chelboa, and all their 
sovereign rights therein, to the Emperor 
of Japan. All of these islands belon; 
henceforth to him, The strait whiol 
runs between the island of Shumushu 
and the cape of Rabakka to be the 
future boundary between the two 
countries on that side. 

‘Yet it is hard to believe -that Japan 
can have agreed, except under much 








that the inconveniences arising from | 


pressure, to surrender its rights in the 
larger island for the’ nominal soyers 
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eignty over a lot of islets which can 
hardly repay the cost of goverment and 
gerrison. The Kurile islands are simply 
along chain of islets stretching from 
the northern extremity of Yesso to the 
southern coast of Kamschatka, from 
which the northernmost is separated by 
the narrow strait which takes its name 
from the group. They are twenty-two 
in number and are estimated to cover 
some 4,000 square miles, while the 
whole population is only set down at 
a few hundreds. They are volcanic in 
origin, the vegetation is poor, and furs 
are said to constitute their chief wealth. 
Tt is hardly like that, for such an 
acquisition, Japan should have willingly 
surrendered some 15,000 square miles 
of compact territory more conveniently 
situated, and far more capabable of 
being turned to practical account. The 
explanation is of course to be found in 
the preamble of the treaty, and in the 
caro of Japan to escape from risk of 
collision with her powerful neighbour. 
The text sets out by ackno-vledging 
that “Saghalien having long been a 
possession of both Empires, frequent dis- 
agreements have occurred about it. In 
order to preserve friendship by putting 
an end to the cause of dispute, the 
Emperor of Japan will give up his right 
to any dominions in Saghalien to the 
Czar.” The cession by the latter of the 
Kurile Group is little better than a 
form to save the dignity of Japan, by 
giving the transaction the appearance 
of an exchange instead of a cession of 
territory. 

Article VI. contains the farther 
stipulations that— 

1.—Japaneso ships may enter the 


harbours of Kollsakofe or Kushunkodan | dr 


without taxes for ten years after the 
date of the treaty. At the end of the 
term, the Ozar will decide of his own 
will whether to levy imports on Japan- 
ese or to postpone them further, and to 
allow or not a Japanese Consul to live 
in Kollsakofe. 2.—Japaneso ships will 
be free to sail along the seacoast, and 
have the same privileges as Russian 
subjects in the fisheries. 

And we have now enumerated the 
only salient points of the treaty. One- 
sided as the bargain is, from a terri- 
torial point of view, we cannot blame 
Japan for retiving while she could do 
80 gracefully, before the giant strength 
of hor great neighbor. Japanese 
statesmen are quite intelligent enough 
to perceive that, if Russia desired 
Saghalien, she could at any time take by 
force what she has now acquired by 
treaty. Material for a quarrel could 
at any time be found in the complicated 
relations of a joint ownership, and 





Japan could not resist the strength of 
Bussia whenover the latter chose to 
exert it. As a matter of fact, the gain 
to Russia is much greater than the loss 
to Japan. Saghalien was to the latter 
a very outlying territory, somewhat 
like Formosa or Hainan have been to 
China, and valued probably more from 
tradition and for honor’s sake than for 
actual value. Whoreas Russia is said 
to propose making it a settlement for 
convicts, with whose aid she will doubt- 
less work the coal mines to good 
purpose, and thus secure a natural 
coaling station for her Pacific fleet, at the 
very door of her great Asiatic territory, 
We do not see any need for the appre- 
hension which has been expressed, that 
‘Yesso will be the next to fall into the 
hands of the Northern Colossus. The 
motives for desiring Saghalion are clear 
enough; while there is no apparent 
motive, beyond mere unreasoning lust 
of territory, which should prompt her 
to strain for Yesso,

In the utter ignorance in which we are 
kept, as to the conditions that have been 
made regarding Yunnan, every one is of 
course entitled to his own opinion. Cato 
thinks no steps have yet been taken to 
bring the authors of Margary’s murder to 
justice, That there has been deplorable 
delay, we grant ; but to say nothing has 
been done, is to go as inuch too far the other 
way. The Government of China must 
have been convinced it was not'a light 
matter, before they despatched a man of 
Li Han-chang’s rank as Special Commis- 
jouer ; and the reports which come to us 
of arrests made in Momein, of Li Sitai’s 
disgrace, or capture, or having come to grief 
in some way or another, look as though 
some steps were being taken by the Chi- 
neso in the required direction. It is very 
premature to say that the ultimate result 
will bo all that wo could wish ; but it is 
also premature to imply that no prac 
tical end will be attained. Lord Derby 
said the terms demanded wero just, and 
would be insisted on.

AFFAIRS IN THE NORTH-WEST. 


In is curious that, although the Chinese 
Government does not hesitate to 
publish in the Pel:ing Gazette narratives 
of official corruption and misconduct 
that would go far to excite revolution 
among a less inert people, it rarely 
mentions military disaster. Whatever 
warlike operations are recorded, are 
always victories; generally the. sur- 
rounding and final extinction of some 
banditti, or the complete pacification of 
a disturbed district, At one time we 
used to hear occasionally of Tso Tsung- 
tang’s progress in the North-west ; how 
such a city had been captured, and a 
holosaust of the enemy slaughtered ; 
but we hear nothing of the campaign 
which is understood to be in progress 
against Turkestan, Scraps of news 
come occasionally from the other side, 
but with the exception of a memorial 
some weeks ago, from a General who 
complained of the exhaustion of the 
country in his neighborhood, of pro- 
visions, through the demands of the 
passing troops, we do nob remember to 
have seen a reference to the Viceroy’s 
operations. Yet the reports from 
Central Asia indicate that fighting has 
been going on, and it is currently 
rumoured in Peking that some report 
of disaster in tho North-west had 
to do with the sudden determination of 
tho Peking Government to yield to 
‘Mr. Wade's demands in connexion with 
the Yiiunon mission, It would be 
very interesting to have some parti- 
culars of the movements of the Chinese 
Army, and of the condition and num. 
bers of the troops. It is generally 
believed that ‘Tso has had altogether 
180,000 mon under his orders, but that 
these have been reduced by hardship 
and disaster to about 40,000, of whom 
the majority are now _ practically 
besieged and neutralised. We hear of 
large sums of money being required 
for the North-west, and many of the 
arms of precision which are being 
bought and manufactured in such 
numbers are supposed to disappear in 
the same direction. But though a case 
of parricide or the appearance of a 
serpent ina mad bank are chronicled 
in the Gazette with marvellous detail,

operations which all these arms and 
money go to support. It can hardly be 
that Tso bas yet come in contact with 
the trained troops of the Ataligh Ghazee; 
though a late paragraph in an Indian 
paper seemed to indicate that en- 
counters had taken place between his 
advanced detachments and the tribes 
between the Chinese and Yarkand 
frontiers. 

We suspect the most formidable 
enemy Tso’s army has to encounter, is 
really its own want of organisation, 
Tso himself is a fairly able leader as 
Chinese leaders go, with some know. 
ledge of warlike operations ; but the 
absence of any scientific service from 


‘the Chinese military system hes led to 
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frightful losses. Without a transport 
service, without proper stores, a large 
Chinese army is one of the most un- 
wieldy machines that it is easy to con- 
ceive; it has to live chiefly on the 
conntry it occupies, and we may readily 
comprehend, in face of these difficulties, 
how great would be its sufferings if 
driven back on a district which it had 
practically exhausted on its forward 
march, Tso’s men themselves are said 
to be of good physique, hardy and 
active; but with short pay, bad officers, 
and defective supplies, in a difficult 
country, we can imagine that their 
position is far from enviable. It is said 
that great efforts are to be made to 
recruit the army in Spring, from the 
provinces of Shansi, Szechuen, Hunan, 
and Hupeb; with a view to raise it if pos- 
sible to 150,000 men. But with the 
Knowledge we have of Chinese muster 
rolls and inefficient organisation, we 
may very well doubt its attaining even 
neatly to that figure. We have often 
welt on the folly and extravagance of 
the expedition against Turkestan, and 
the experience of its promoters so far 
appears to justify our strictures, It 
involves expenditure which the revenue 
is in no condition to bear, and the 
natural consequences are the financial 
embarrassment and overtaxation which 
is depressing trade both native and 
foreign. To foreigners, there does 
not seem even the likelihood of success 
to justify it. Certainly, the Chinese 
are a persistent as well as a slow 
people, and they may succeed by weight 
of numbers in eventually overpower- 
ing their opponents ; but when we hear 
of one General complaining that he has 
neither money nor supplies, and is at 
his wit’s end to obtain either credit or 
food; and of another detachment sur- 
rounded and cut off in the Desert, 
we must admit that the outlook is 
not promising, nor the prospect hope- 
ful of an early end to the drain 
which the effort is causing. We 
cannot but wonder at the obstinate 
folly which impels the Government 
to persist in an enterprise that must 
bea grave source of embarrassment, 
at a time when rest and economy are 
so urgently needed to restore its 
finances and enable the couutry to 
recover from the exhaustion of suc- 
cessive rebellions. _

We have some further information 
about recent events in Tarkestan, which 
enables us to form a clearer impression 
of the position of affairs there, and to 
guess what may have been the news 
which has lately disturbed the minds 
of Peking statesmen. Onur readers will 
remember the report which came out 
some weeks ago, that a body of Chinese 
troops had settled down somewhere on 
the way to Kashgar, and devoted them- 
selves to the cultivation of rice, by way 
of replenishing their supplies. It ap- 
pears that this force is, in fact, an 
army of 12,000 men, who were de- 
spatehed in the Spring of last year, 





directly after tho expulsion of the 
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Mahomedans beyond the Great Wall, 
to attack the city of Khoten. This is 
one of the easternmost possessions of the 
Ameer of Kashgar, and it is one which 
the Chinese are very anxious to re- 
capture; to retrieve the disgrace and 
revenge the defeat which they incurred 
there at the time of the insurrection 
which ended in the formation of an 
independent Mahomedan State out of 
the revolted provinces. The Chinese 
garrison were killed toa man, or died 
in the explosion of the citadel, which 
the Commandant blew up at the last 
extremity, in preference to surrender, 
Accordingly, soon after the fall of Su- 
chau—the farthest walled city of im- 
portance in Kansub, within the Great 
Wall—the Viceroy dispatched his second 
in command to attack Khoton; and 
it is this army which is now said to be 
devoting itself to agricultural pursuits 
on the road. Its position is, however, 
far from the ludicrous one which the 
statement might imply. It is arrested. 
somewhere in the desert of Gobi, in the 
direction of Khoten. Its supplios are 
not only exhausted, but it is practically 
besieged by the Toonganies, and soclosely 
that nob one messenger in ton of tho 
many whoare sent back to Tso Tsung- 
tang for assistance, succeeds in making 
his way. And Tso is so far from being 
ablo to give it support, that he is himself 
inasome peril. Its position would seem 
to be hopeless ; if the Toonganies do not 
effect its destruction by force before, 
cold and starvation can hardly fail to 
do the work during the coming winter. 
It is surmised that it may have been 
news of its destruction which has lately 
reached Peking, and disturbed the 
serenity of the Cabinet. 

There would indeed be good reason 
for anxiety, for the Viceroy himself 
would then be in some danger. We 
mentioned the other day that he had at 
most 40,000 men left out of 130,000 
who have reached him at various times 
since the commencement, in 1871, of 
the Mahomedan campaign. If 12,000 
of these have now been extinguished, 
he is left with at the utmost 27,000 or 
28,000 men to make head inst the 
reflux of tribes excited by this success 5 
and, though roughly armed, the ‘Toon 
gaines are by no means contemptible 
adversaries. They are, in fact, de- 
scendants and exact apecimens of the 
hardy horsemen who conquered Asia, 
and threatened to overran Europe, an- 
dor Jenghis Khan and his prototypes ; 
and unless large reinforcements and 
stores can be collected ready for ad- 
vance to ‘Tso on the first opening of 
spring, Sachaii itself and the remnant 
of his army will be hard pressed, 
During the winter, he is probably safe ; 
snow and the severity of the climate 
will be his best defenders; and an effort 
will, we presume, be made to collect 
supplies and reinforcements during 
the winter, as near as they can be 
advanced, so that they may be ready 
to effect a junction with him 
directly the roads become passable, In 
the meantime, if our information be 














correctand it must be remembered 
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that news of what bappens in those 
regions is difficult to obtain and some- 
what vague in its tenor—the prospect 
of conquering Kashgar seems to bea 
trifle farther off than it was in the 
Spring of ’74, when Tso dispatched an 
army late with recent successes, to 
attack the outposts of the Ameer. 


‘THE MILITARY POWER OF CHINA. 


Amona the many contrasts between the 
Chinese and Japanese character, not 
the least striking is the way in which 
the two nations have set about the 
matter of army reform. The result of 
collision with Earopean troops satisfied 
erch that their old armament was 
useless ; but while the Japanese seized 
the idea, and set to work to carry it 
out with activity and thoroughne: 
seoms to be still working slowly through 
the heavy folds of the Chinese brain, 
and has produced hardly any useful 
effect. Tho only portion of the trath 
they have.been able to grasp, seems to 
be the worth of our arms and tho 
superiority of our discipline. The com- 
parative helplessness of men without 
officers, and the need that tho latter 
should be scientifically educated, if their 
men are to be usefully mancuvred, 
has not yet occurred to them; they no 
more recognise their inferiority in this 
respect than they do their inferiority in 
—well,—sanitary science, Some germ 
of the idea may be wandering about 
somewhere in their head, but it has not 
yot reached a sentient part; they have 
not got beyond the idea of the drill. 
instructor, 80 far; and have not thought 
out the difference between European 
and Chineso discipline any farther than 
the ability to “form fours,” or exeoute 
a smooth “wheel.” The idea of a 
scientific service has not occurred to 
the necessity of an active com. 
missariat and transport service, with 
all its costly accessories, if an army is 
to march or mancuvre in face of an 
enomy, is as far from them as eyer. 
‘The soldier gets his pay and buys his 
own rico—a beautifully simple process 
when in garrison, but apt to prove less 
practical, if the question becomes one 
of moving a largo army far afield. 
The clothing is as bad as bad can be, 
and the circular badge which it is the 
fashion to imprint on it, simply con- 
stitutes the men targets for their 
adversaries; no Chinese force could 
approach within 400 yards of men who 
knew, how to use brecchloaders. They 
have no medical service, and apart 
from the barbarity of showing no care 
for the wounded, this defect will always 
have an effect on the morale of the 
men. Experience has shown that even 
European troops become disheartened 
if they find their wounds cannot be 
attended to, and the inference is reason- 
able enough. A wound that might be 
mortal if neglected, might be trifling if 
skilfally dressed; and the knowledge 
that his risk is thus enormonsly di- 
minished, must have a great effect on 
the readiness of the soldier to face fire. 
As we have said before, then, the 














Chinese army is as defective in or 
ganisation, and as completely deficient 
in scientific and transport services, and 
its officers are as unskilled, as they were 
during the campaigns of Tientsin. The 
improvement is only in the matter of 
arms and in acertain modicum of disci- 
pline, which is next to useless before 
the want of organisation in other 
respects, and would virtually preclude 
an army from warlike operations in the 
field. Practically, the increase in their 
power of resistance to invasion may be 
measured by the greater power of 
resistance bebind earth-works, conferred 
upon them by the possession of better 
cannon and rifles. 

‘The Japanese have appreciated the 
question very differently; with the 
greater quickness of intelligence which 


| characterises them, they have gone to 


the root of the matter while the Chineso 
are scraping the surface. They have ap- 
preciated the necessity for the various 
adjuncts to an army, to make it a move- 
able and serviceable machine ; and #0, 
with inferior material, have already 
organised a force infinitely superior to 
tho Chinese. They havo an excellent 
medical service, a fair scientific service 
sufficient for their wants, and their 
officers are of a far better class and far 
more skilled than any to be found in 
China, ‘The result is that they are 
capable of movement and combination, 
and would hopelessly out-march, out- 
mancouvre and out-fight the Chinese if 
ever war arose, It is likely some two 
or threo men in China realised their own 
inferiority when the contingency of war 
arose in the spring of Inst year. Shen 
Pao-chén for instance, the present 
Viceroy of Nanking, can hardly have 
failed as an intelligent man to dis- 
tinguish the superiority of the Japan 
when acting as Special Commissioner in 
Formosa. But the Chinese intellect at 
best does not appreciate a question of 
reform energetically ; it may perceive 
tho wrong and wish it remedied, but it 
scarcely throws into the subject the 
same energy which Mr. Gladstone, for 
instance, brought to bear on the dis- 
establishment of the Irish Church. 
And the dead-weight of opposition 
which any would-be reformer bas to 
encounter in China is sufficient to drag 
the wheels of the most energetic. We 
doubt whether even such men as Li 
and Shén actively appreciate the neces- 
sity for the scientific adjuncts without 
which even Li's army is reduced to the 
condition of a huge garrison. Certainly 
there is no indication yet of a desire to 
supply them, nor of any higher con- 
ception of military science than the 
drill-master. 











‘WEAK GOVERNMENTS. 
Aurnoucn there has been no distinct 
avowal of the fact by any political party 
in England, the opinion seems to grow 
that the attempt to bolster up weak 
governments is a fatal error in policy. 
Of course the most glaring instance of 
this break-down of a well intentioned 
Tine of conduct, has been Turkey. 


Great Britain has been free from any 
ideas of territorial aggrandisement at 
the expense of the Porte, and her 
desire to see effectual reforms in the 
Turkish dominions has been as dis- 
interested as was possible in the rela« 
tions between two independent powers. 
We have felt 2 natural sympathy for ® 
power which seemed about to fall a prey 
to the encroaching tendencies of the 
rising power of Russia, but we have 
never attempted to deny that that 
interest was more or less prompted by 
ideas of our own convenience and well- 
being. Ifit were an unwelcome thought 
fifty years ago, that Constantinople 
would fall into the hands of Russia, 
the march of events has not taught ws 
to consider the possibility of that event 
now happening, as one demanding less 
anxious care. On the contrary, the 
possession of Constantinople by a pos- 
sibly hostile power would, in the altered 
position of European’ and Eastern 
politics, be in the present day a matter 
of still more serious anxiety. Still we 
fail now-n-days to feel the same sym. 
pathy for Turkey which even a fow 
years ago was a genuine impulse. Wo 
were taught then to believe in tho 
coming regeneration of Turkey, and we 
pictured to ourselves what the Empire 
might become under an honest and 
skilfully administered government. Un. 
fortunately, events have not turned ont 
as was predicted. Wo forgot the im. 
pulse of race and tradition, and thought 
that a little sage advice would readily 
be accepted by the Osmanli, and that 
we should soon see an orderly and 
powerful Ottoman empire rising on the 
ruins of the old Turkish power. In 
doing so, however, we reckoned without 
our host. The Turk can no more 
change his nature than the leopard can 
his spots, Individuals may ariso with 
aspirations and abilities for better 
things, but they are borne down by 
the dead weight of custom and the 
stagnation of intellect; their strivings 
after a little time are given up 
as hopeless, and they relapse to the 
dead level of their neighbours. We 
might in the case of Turkey even 
go further, and say that the facilities 
which were offered have had a directly 
opposite result from what we had caleu- 
lated, and that we have given to the 
Ottoman Government the means of 
debasing to a still lower grade a policy 
already corrupt beyond belief. Cer- 
tainly, we have no reason to be proud 
of our foster child. No one acquaint. 
ed with Turkey is now prepared to 
say that in any one respect the 
Government has become ameliorated. 
We may hear less of its wholesale 
oppression, but there is good reason 
to believe that this simply proceeds 
from want of power, not from want 
of will. In every particular of good 
Government, that of to-day is certainly 
not in advance of that which prevailed 
twenty odd years ago. The conse- 
quence is that, in the natural recur- 
rence of events, the “Eastern question” 
has once more cropped up, and it is no 














impossible result that we may be 
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called on to decide whether we are 
again to take up arms on behalf of 
our old but ungrateful ally, or whether 
we are publicly to acknowledge in the 
face of Europe that our policy towards 
Turkey has been a costly but useless 
burden, Our own opinion in the 
matter of weak Governments has been 
before expressed. One of the greatest 
crimes, in fact, which an Government can 
commit, is that of being weak; and 
the most mistaken policy on the part of 
an external power is, in the long run, 
to support such a Government, Had 
we permitted the Government of 
Turkey to collapse, as it was bound to 
do, it is scarcely conceivable that the 
condition of the subjects of the Porte 
would haye been worse than it is at 
present; while there is good reason to 
believe that it would have been im- 
proved. But Turkey is not the only 
country where the same policy has 
proved almost equally unfruitful, We 
have tried it in Persia with marked 
ill suocess. Afghanistan knows some- 
thing of its results; while even in 
China it has proved a costly experiment 
with but little prospect of eventual 
success, With a Government at Peking 
which possessed the respect of its 
subjects, we should at least have known 
what, measures to adopt to ensure the 
carrying out of its engagements. At 
present wo are everyday hampered 
by the dread of what may happen 
should we withdraw our favour, or 
give the rotten fabric a kick over. 
Yet, for all our care, causes which wo 
cannot control are at work to under- 
mine the fabric with which we are so 
much concerned. It cannot be preten- 
ded that China, any more then Turkey, 
makes any display of gratitude. On 
the contrary, with the insolence of an 
old dependent, who calculates that after 
supporting him in idloness for years, 
‘we, will not care to divulge our weak. 
ness to the world, it takes every oppor- 
tunity of thwarting our simplest wishes, 
and insulting so faras it can the Power 
to which it owes its existence. It is, 
strange that, notwithstanding the 
result of our policy in so many 
cases, we should still hear a Foreign 
Minister make o public announcement 
of the continuance of a course of aid 
which has up to the present time in- 
variably ended in our own discomfiture. 
If the present Government of China is 
so weak that, to keep it on its legs, its 
crimes and breaches of faith must be 
condoned one after the other, then we say 
the sooner such a Government falls the 
better. If by its own inherent weak- 
ness, 60 far so good ; but if besides this 
is necessary the chastisement it deserves 
for broken faith, then let chastisement 
be administered such as it deserves. 
‘We shall certainly be none the worse 
off if the present shufiling, faithless and 
inert Government is replaced by one 
able to make its commands obeyed, even 
if professedly hostile to ourselves.

The. Herald says the Futai of Foh- 
kien, Wang Kai-tai, expired at his Yamén 
in the City, on the ‘20th inst He was 
anative of Nang Chow-fu in the provinee 
of Kiang-su. He was only 63 years of agey: 
and died, after an illness of 100 days, of 
atrophy. His death is said to have been 
accelerated by grief and disappointment 
met with in Formosa—from which Island 
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he returned only a few days prior to hii 
decease. In addition to his office of 
Governor of Fohkien, he held_the post 
of a Vice-President of the Board of 
War. Hoe was reputed to be a man of con- 
siderable ability and uprightness, and the 
Chinese make favorable comparisons be- 
tween him and the Viceroy. His Excellency 
had held office in the Province for about 
sovon years, He is succeeded, temporarily, 
by Pao—the Provincial “Treasur 
‘The superstitions of the Chinese have been 
eorroborated in a great degree by the 
incident, It sppears that, for some neces- 
tary object, his Excellency had to pull 
down an old temple in Formosa, ‘The 
people, both there and here, objected to 
this being done, and predicted misfortune 
to His Excel This prediction has 
boon veritied”in first, by 
death of the Futai’s wife ; then, that of 
eldest son ; and finally, by his own death 
all within ono month after the destruc- 
tion of the temple. i 
the obsequies of the late Futai, it may be 
mentioned that the coffin containing his 
remains is made of a precious wood called 
Sha Mu, which is grown iu Sze-chuen.

one of the new arrivals as sick ; the following 
day I saw the ox being band-fed wit 
beans and straw, the owner assuring me 
the ox was not sick; the day after 
(24th ), the disease became more‘ apparent, 
and the ox was sold to a grease establish: 
ment, and slaughtered in the afternoon 
of the 24th, These are the only two ‘cases 
that have come under my notice during the 
month, and I am in hopes it has paesed off, 
for the present. On the 16th, a butcher living 
at house D 148, Shantung Road, killed an ox, 
at his slaughter house, Balvsien-job, which 
was not fit for the market, Iadvised him, and 
hhe sold the carcase to a shop, where I

@ accommodation ample, Remember 
ing the origin of the Society, its early 
struggles, ite gradual development until it 
has grown from the most insignificant of 
beginnings to be one of the Jargest and most 
popular institutions of the place, Leing 
able to occupy such extensive premises as 
those upon which it has just now entered, 
we have abundant evidence that it isin a 
healthy and flour 

The building formerly known as tho 
British Post Office has undergone consider- 
able alteration, in order to adapt it to the 
Society’s requirements. On entering the 
lower hall we noticed that the large stair- 
case had been removed, and the 
occupied turned to good account in prov: 
ing a room for a billiard table and baga- 
telie board. On the East side, there is 
public reading room and library, next to 
which is a room likely to be occupied by 
the engineers of Shanghai as a Club room, 
and in the rear of it is the public restaur- 
ant and refreshment room, On the west 
side is a billiard room, containing two 
very good tables, We noticed that the 
room, Which was large before, has been 
increased in dimensions by the addition 
of the wide verandah, which not only 
adds to the size of the room, but affords a

Belind the billiard room is 
1g Foum, which is capuble of seat- 
ing thirty-six with comfort, ‘The pantry 
which opens into the dining room, is 
furnished with patent gas heating appara 
tus, by which joints; vegetables, tea and 
coflee, d&e., can be kept hot, and therefore 
obtainable at any moment.” ‘The kitchen, 
which is in the rear of the pantry, is fitted 
with two lnrge cooking ranges capable of

On the upper story, there are 10 private 
bed rooms, without bath rooms; 8 with 
bath rooms ; 1 room for 5 beds, with bath 
room ; 3 rooms for sailors’ beds, with 
lavatories ; a committee’room, and a store 
room, The Public Lecture Hall has been 
made out of the greater part of the upper 
storey of the jremises formerly occupied

This was an appeal from a judgment given 
in tho Consular Court at Ningpo, by R. J. 
Forrest, Esq., H. B. M.’s Consul at that port. 
“The parties to the suit are pilots aud 
-eo-owners of the boat Naomi, each owning 
half of tho vessel. 
‘The plaintiff (respondent) stated in his 
tition that on the 27th July last, the d 
fendaut commenced taking the sails of 
eons on shore, and in consequence ho (pian 
4iff) was prevented using her for the purpose 
of piloting. The plaintiff wroto th 
to the defoudant, ‘in the first uaking 
pput back the mails, as ho wished to use the boat 
In the second, informing him that he had beeu 
on board, and found the sail had not heen 
eturued ; and in the third, asking that they 
might be put on board by a certain hour, and 
threatening in case they were not returned to 
ue for damages. During the retention of the 
ails by defendant, several sailing vessels ai 
a steamer arrived, and in consequence of 
not being able to go out to thom, plaintift 
-eatimated his loss at $100. From the 27th July, 
the defendaut had not’ used the boat for 
iloting alone, but had sailed her between 
Rrinypo aud Pootoo with passengers on several 
occasions. Plaintiff therefore claimed rent 
for his property at the rate of $2 per day for 
employing the boat in taking passengers to 
Pootos. “He therefore sued defendant for 
$100, calculated as the pilotage of one vessel 
in and out of port. He also asked that 
account be taken for running passengers to 
and from Ningpo to Pootoo, aud that an order 
bounade for the sale of the boat by public 
auction, for the benefit of both parti 
the Court feel justified in making such an 
order. 

‘Tho defendant (appellant) in his answer, 
admitted that he was co-owner of tlie Naomi, 
and said the jon he took the sails on shore 
was to have them repaired. With reference 
to the alleged loss of pilotage, through tl 
sails being on shore, he (defendant) said the 
calculation was without foundation, because 
the captain of one of the vessels referred to 










































































Tefused to employ the plaintiff, and the 
eaptains of the alee veobele were’ oanteraave 
of his (defeudant’s) and would not have 





employed the plaintiff, Defendant further 
submitted that even if the plaintiff had lost a 
chance of earning money as alleged, he was 
‘not entitled to re in that (the C lar) 
Court, Defendant denied that he had used 
the boat for the purpose of carrying pessen- 








gers, but admitted that he had carried friends 
fr'her.. On the principle of equity, he furtuer 
submitted that an account ought not to be 
ordered against him, as the plaintiff, in 

iti had not offered to account, 
ity. The plaintiff had 
bad the boat in his ession for a much 
time than he (defendant) had had her 

Finally the defendant submitted that 
jular Court had no power to lay an 
injunction on the boat, nor to sell her by 
anctioe, nor to make any order in this suit as 
between the other owner and him, as to the 
custody, management, or sale of the boat. 

Velsnicons pridooen wet Sekctn at Soe he 
ing, and in his judgment, the 
recapitulating some of the facts, which showed 
that there was great animosity between the 
tiff and defeudant, expressed his convi 
tion that no other measure but the sale of the 
boat would put an end to the protracted 
quarrel, which liad hecome a public nuisance, 
and be therefore decreed the sale of the boat, 
and that defendant should pay to the plai 
tiff the sum of $78, with $22. 
ceeds of the sale by aucti 
equally divided between the parties.

Iu this case, the 
Parties were co-owners, but there was no 
evidence to show that they tended to work 
the boat for their joint benefit. Each part 
worked the boat when he could get it, an 
put the money earued into his own pocket, 
to there was no question of partuership ab 
all, aud what had been done in this case was 
that one co-owner had sued the other for 
damages for exclading bim from the use of 
the properiy.

His Lonpsmir said there had been an Act 
of Parliament passed. 

Mr. Drosatoxn—Yes, the Partition Act, 
in June, 1868, but that Act only applied to 
cases whiere partition suits could have been 
brought before the act was passed. But 
this was nota case of partition nor of parte 
uership. There was no doubt that land and 
houses might be ordered to be sold, and the 
proceeds divided amongst the several owners, 
but it was not so with regard to chattels ; and, 
upon that point he would again refer the 
Court to page 71 of Abbott, where it was 
laid down thataship might be sent on a 
voyage against the will of the minority, upon 
the others giving seourity, The power was 
given so that the sl ip might not be kept idle, 
But that was very different to the facts in the 
present case. Here was a quarrel between two 
co-owners, neither of whom would sel! the 
boat. ‘The respondent, indeed, proposed 
either to buy or sell, but, to buy, he 
offered Tis. 850 ; and to sell, he wanted Tis, 
1,150, which was quite unreasonable. The 
appellant offered to work the boat turn and 
tum about, a month at atime, aud that ap- 
peared on the face of it a more reasonable 
offer than the other, which placed two value 
on the same property. ‘The result of the 
egotiations was tiat the appel plied to 
‘a court of Jaw, and the real question at issue 
was, whether the law would support him in 
bis views. With regard to the authorities 
he (Mr. Drummond) liad cited, the only one 
which gave any ground for such a decision 
as that of the Court below, was that im 
Lindley ; but there was no case cited in which 
it had been done, and even Lindley guarded 
himself by saying, that “if any” remedy in 
such a case, it would be, &.; while the 
language on the oppwsite page said there waa 
no suck remedy. "Hie would quote a decision 
of Lord Eldon, which showed that the former 
passage amounted to nothing at, all,—that 
there was no remedy in law. If there was 
no such remedy, the onus lay upon the party 
who put the law in motion, 

His Lonpsure.—Lord Eldon’s decision was 
only in respect of the earnings. 

Mr. HANNEN—Aud goea no further, my 
Lord. 

Mr. Drvansonp did not see that at all, 
Lord Hardwicke’s decision went further, and 
the party had a right to the sale of the 
ship ; but Lord Eldon thought that was going 
too far, and sed the decision, saying 
there was no right to soll the ship. Tt was 
very unfortunate that reports of either of 
thos» cases were to be found in Shanghai, but 
he (Mr. Drummond) took the decisions ot 
meau that there was no right to sell the ship.

Evidence should have been taken as to the 
secount, but it seemed that the Court only 
took a rough statement, which showed that 
the number of days the respondent had 
used the boat was largely in excess of 
the number on which the appellant bad 
used her. It showed 93 days for Hoare, 
and 54 for Smith. ‘The defendant also pre- 
pared an account, in which he said the num- 
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ber of days were 93 and 73. The defendant 
became owner of the boat along time before 
he was registered, but that question was never 








asked. The register bad apparently been 
Proinoed, ana the Comma! bad taken the date 
ere given, 19th May, as the time the defend- 


ant became co-owner. If the account ha 
been properly rendered in that way, it would 
have been in defendant's favour. ‘The Consul

Ina suit 
instituted in the Court below, the respondent 
prayed for a decree ordering the appellant to 
pay him damages for the time that the 
appellant had prevented him using the boat 
Fim injunction, restraining the appellant 
from taking it out of the port, and for an 
order for the sale of the boat by public auction, 
the Court, after hearing the case, ordered the 
appellant’ to pay the jent the sum of 
$78, for wilful detention of the boat for 39 
days, at $2 a-day, and further ordered the 
































sale of it as prayed. ‘The defendant below 
appealed against this decision—Ist, on the: 
ground that between the co-owners of a chattel 
the Court will not interfere ; 2nd, that if it 
were the case of a ship, a Court of Admiral 
could not order a sale; 3rd, that the plainti 
had no right to an account, and that if he- 
had, it was wrongly taken, 

‘The evidence shows that the boat was not- 
a chip, it not being subject to registry. Tt 
was therefore an ordinary chattel. ‘TI 
evidence further showed that it was owned 
by the two parties as tenants in common, and: 
not as joint tenants, and therefore all tho: 
incidents of the former tenure applied to it, 
‘This tenancy applies equally to land and 
chattels ; a suit for partition could have been 
brought ‘in the Court of Chancery, and the: 
Partition Act of 1863 enabling the Court to 
order a sale, wherever before the passing of 
that Act it could’ have ordered a partition, it 
follows that it was competent to the Court to 
order a sale of this chattel in the way it 
did order it, This part therefore of the 
decree must be confirmed. 

Tam, however, in some doubt whether the 
Court in taking'the account, took it upon 
right basis, In the ealeulation of the numb 
of days in respect of which it ordered the 
defendant to pay a sum of $78, it was clearly 
wrong, inasmuch as the defendant being owner 
of hiaif the boat, he was clearly entitled to 
its use during half the time of its alleged 
forcible detention Ly him ; but I think the 
Court ought to have ascertained with greator 
certainty when the defendantbecame the owner” 
of the half which he purchased.

‘The Defendant in his answer admitted that 
there had been omissions, but pleaded that 
they were the result of accident or careless- 
ness excusable under the circumstances; and 
that before the action was brought, plaintiff 
had condoned them and agreed to accept the 
accounts subject to future correction to be 
made upon a plan agreed on. Other allega- 
tions in the petition were denied. 

I. B, CARMICHAEL, sworn, I entred 
into partnership with defendant in April, 
1870, On April 2, [wrote proposing cer. 
tain terms of partnership. Dolendant replied 
accepting them, I wrote again on § June, pro- 
posing certain amendments. Defendant replied, 
and those four letters constitute the‘agreement. 
I eft for England in July of the same year. 
‘When we commenced our partnership, I pur:

to his not keeping a day-book, and said it was 
most unsatisfactory thing for me that he 
had not kept aday-book, for then I should 
have seen how the practice had fallen off 
Ou none of these occasions, did he ever produce 
any of his memos, or press copies, ‘The only 
correction we made at this time was to insert 
$100 from Wilson Cornabé & Co.’s, After mov- 
ing into my own house, Iasked him frequently 
tocome down and see if we could not make 
up the book in som 
this time I saw there 
in addition and exchange, and in debit and 
creditentries, which required explanation, but 
i managed to lead the conversa- 
mething elso. ‘The burden of my 
complaint was the want of a day-book, to 
show how the practice had depreciated, 
When I pressed ‘him closely, he invariably 
ended by saying everything ‘was there an 
he could give me nothing else. I found errore 
in addition against me to nearly $500, and 
some small errors also on the other side. I 
got very angry with him because he kept me 
constantly questioning him, and yot so far 
from a tatisfactory result, ‘About this timo 
he produced a slip of paper memo, of Mr, 
Bielfield’s account, for ‘Tis. 300, which he 
hhe had just found’ accidentally’ and which he 
believed was omitted. After thie I began to 
suspect that there wore serious omissions in 
cash, but it never occurred to me to go to the 
Hongs to examine accounts. However, I 
assisted in entering the accounts, and asked 
him to go and seo how much was duo from 
‘Wadman’s steamers before July. He handed 
measlip of the amount (handed into Court). I 
took over the books myself about May, 1874, 
He wanted to take away the green book. I 
said, no, but he could copy out as much as he 
Tiked. I said we had better continue it aaa 
record in ease of more omissions, The Medi- 
cal Hall business took up our attention about 
this time, aud the books fay over. Dr, Myers 
had assured me that this matter was being woll 
managed. When[we came to examine thei, we 
found that the books were not intelligible, 
‘This matter was settled by arbitration, During 
ihe examination of tho Medical, Hall bocks, 
we came quarantine case 
Mr. Fossblad claimed from us a f

Cornabé & Co. I found that this case was not 
entered in tho green book. I saw Wilson, 
Cornabé & Co.’s books, and found that not only 
this quarantine oase was not entered, but that 
defendant had been paid by Wilson, Cornabé 
& Co. amounts not entered to the extent 
$282.95. I then wrote to Dr. Myers, asking 
him to get his accounts with Wilson, Cornabé 
& Co., for the years 1870, 71, 72, 73, (letter aud 
reply handed in). We met at the club, and I 
then asked asked him to give me 
obstetric cases he had had. Ho could not 
ive me the names, and sent for Mr. Foseblad’s 
ipping book. ‘I found in this shipping 
book two Siamese vessels omitted in the greon 
book, one for $120 and one for $40. We found 
also aniother omission of $28, account, of sume 
one in Tientsin, which was not entered, 1 then 
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asked him to get his accounts current with 
all the hongs, and he replied by chit (handed 
into Cou ‘The only thing he brought was 
aalip of 


er (marked “U,”) which he said 
he had got From Crasemann and Hageu’s, He 
did not bring their accounts. ‘e found 
these amounts omitted. It was then agreed 
that all these omissions should be noted in 
day-book. Later on he gava_me auother sli 
of paper, on which appeared a payment of 
‘$50 on account of a man named Wilson, He 
said this he had found in Crasemann & 
Hagen's account. This was also omitted. I 
spoke to him about his having put me in such 
an unpleasant position as to be always findin, 
now things day by day, atid he said I ha 
now got to the Lottom of everything. 
‘Medical Hall arbitration placed me in a pai 
ful ‘ion. It was a public scandal, all 
brought on me by Dr. Myers, and his conduct 
was not candid or truthful. He then tried 
very bard to get me to bind ourselves to send 
rescriptions there, but I refused. About 
wugust, 1874, when Dr, Myors returned from 
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Newchwang, I sent him a statement of all 
Accounts during the time he had been absent. 
He returned the books at once with a note 
(read.) I replied, and he answered, (letters 
rend and banded in). I did not think he was 
telling me the trath when he said he did not 
understand book-keeping, and I wrote again 
(Sept. 3rd.) ‘This letter was never answered. 
About this time we had a correspondence 
about the raising of the Hospital char; 
which was done without my knowledge. This 
Jed toa further correspondence, on which I 
tnade a formal charge of breach of faith against 
.  Lhand those letters into Court (marked 
from “Z toZ.”) The burden of complaint was 
the matters complained of in this petition. 
‘This ended in a request of mine for an arbi 
tion, which was practically declined. I a 
wrote to Di, Myers on July Sth (letter and 
reply put in.) I wrote again to him when 
‘Mr, Mayers was here, urging him to reconsider 
tho differences between us, in order to get ab 
some understanding. About this time I made 
the discovery that Dr. Myers had been paid 
$27 from the estate of Lawler, late Constable, 
and had only entered $13, I'was allowed to 
ins sé the Consular accounts, and found 
large deficiencies, I found also’ omissions in 
‘Wadman’s books, and at the Custom House, 
At this time T'was quite convinéed that 
Dr, Myers was.not honest with me. I then 
@etermined to bring this action, 1 lad not 
gone to the Hongs previously, because it had 
Rever occurred to me to do so, Idid not 
think it possible that there could be more to 
bo discovered there, I hand’ into Court 
my books of the practice for 1868.69, show- 
proceeds for 1868, $8,124, and for 1869, 
8, With regard to par. 13 of petition, 
plaintiff says Mr. Forssblad had made a 
mistake in making up a_ prescription. 
‘This led to some correspondence between 
Mr, Forssblad.and myself, and I was surprised 
one morning to find my own ebit which I had

I don't remem- 
ber your ever asking mein November to go 
over Wilson, Cornabé & Co.'s accounts, I 
asked you to do so, and you replied by’ the 
letter I handed into Court, I saw a shippin 
book that had been kept at the Medical Hal 
durivg my absence, We continued making 
entries there; but can’t eay that that was the 
same book, probably another, because the book 
you seut for was larger.

W. W. Myers; sworn, said—From various 
causes during Dr. Carmichael’s absence, I had ° 
omitted to take that care in keeping the books 
that would be necessary to their perfect accu- 
racy. The causes of my negligence were—first, 
any total inexperience of book-keeping ; second, 
the way in which I was placed in the practice 
increasing professional cares and anxietie 
third, other causes arising from great im 
anxiety and worry at a time when it 
‘most of these omissions were made. At 
, on Dr. Carmichael’ é 

-Alnguat, 1863, I handed bim th 
and the ledger, telling him that from the end 
of the year I had transcribed the contents of 
the cash account of the ledger into the 
green Look, which book I continued to keep ; 
that from ‘the time of making the change I 
thought that the fact of my not haying to 
make numerous entries for medicines woul 
80 simplify my book-keeping as to render thi 
plan feasible. At the same ti 
at’ the Medical Hall a shi 
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(with very few exceptions) were entered, 
‘These exceptional payments not entered were 
put to my oredit with firms, viz., Messra, Wil- 
son, Coraabé & Co.; Janssen, & Co,, 
and Holmes, Wadman &Co. At this time 
(February 1872), I ceased entirely to make out 
accounts of collect money from ships, this 
being done at Medical Hall, Whenever’ I 
could manage it, cash payments other thin 
from slips were collected’ through firme, and 
placed to my credit, On Dr. Carmichai 
rival, on handing him these books I gave him 
these explanations.

1 returned in 
Adi ‘Dr. Carmichael stated that the first 
part of the accounts relating to the time he 
was at home to be gone into, was the Medical 
Hall accounts, as he was not able to understaud 
‘Mr, Forasblad’s books.

the Consulate accounts, defendant explains 
that his entry in ledger, $256, was the equiva- 
lent of the 3 vouchers, $26.50, $22.22, and 
$256.94, less medicines $27.89, and less $20.30, 
sum which he charged at the rate of 70 cents 
a day for board of Malays under treatment. 
(Hands into Court a p=: owing the calcula- 
tion.) That paper was inade out last night, with 
‘the assistance of the Consulate vouchers and a 
merchant. (Court expresses opinion that Dr. 
‘Myers’ skill in explanation effectually rebuts 
his plea of ignorance of figures, and defendant 
does not pursue the matter farther.) After 
these deductions are allowed, there stillremains 
unaccounted for a sum of $185 or thereabouts 
As to torn out leaves, I have no recollection 
of having torn them out. I don’t know where 
they are. It never occurred to me that they 
were torn out. My ition was never called 
to this by Dr. Carmichael. As to Wilson, 
Cornabé & Co,’s account, the omission is pro- 
bably an error in turning Tis. 65 into $67 
instead of $87. I hand into Court 5 
sheets of accounts sent to plaintiff by 
his attorney Mr. Wright, also an explaua. 
tory sheet showing I have made an error in 
Dr. Carmichael’s cash against inyself of $233. 
‘The standard taken by Dr. Carmichael for 
estimating the average pr of the practice 
is unfair, I band into Court a letter written 
by Dr. Carmichael in 1869, stating that he 
intended reducing the practice to about £1,000 
per annum. An examination of Dr. Carmi- 
chael’s books for 1868 ehows that the lowest 
fees for ships are Tis, 10, and some are as 
high as $25. I call attention also to the high 
charges for medicine. Mixtures for instance 
are charged from $1 to $2.50. The proceeds 
as shown by these books are for 1868, $8,124 ; 
and for 1869, $6,978. I also consider that as a 
now comer, could not be expected to work the 
Brratice to anch advantage a8 an old resident 
in 1871, there was a direct lose by with: 
drawals’ of contracting houses of $381, and a 
further diminution from increased expenses of 
$275, This was caused by the opposition of 
Mr. Forssblad.

Stranding of and damage done to the British 
steamship Sunda, official number 54,757, 
whereof Edmond Morgan Edmond, the number 


of whose certificate of competency is 18,974, 
in master, the undersigned find that the Sunda, 
‘at about 11.50 a.m. of the 10th September 
ast, struck on a sunken rock, stated to be 
situated from a mile toa milo and a half 
north of Turnabout Island in the China 
Sea, a rock not marked on the Admiralty 
Chart, No, 1985, corrected to 1872, The 
Sunda, before striking this hidden da 
had been on her way from Hongkong to 
Yokohama, but the master being of opinion 
that he might encounter bad weather had he 
continued on his voyage, determined on seek- 
ing shelter under the ‘leo of the Island of 
Haitan. In running for shelter the Sunda 
struck thd before-mentioned rock, damaging 
her fore-foot and knocking away about twenty 
feet of her keel, causing the two foremost 
compartments to fill. ‘The boats were at once 
lowered, and with the exception of the master 
and eleven others, the, passengers and crew 
were put into them. The Sunda was then 
steered at full speed for Station Island, where 
‘she was beached at about 240 p.m. of the 
same day. The Sunda was ultimately raised, 
temporarily repaired, and brought to Hong- 
rong on the 16h instant, where abe is now fa 
lock, 

‘The Court acquit the master of all blame 
for the stranding of the Sunda, and they are 
of opinion that to his valuable exertions, ably 
assisted as he was by other officers of the 
P. & 0. Company, is due the restoration of 
the Sunda to the owners.

‘THE HOSTILITIES AT PERAK, 
PARTICULARS. 

In the Penang Gazette of the 11th ultimo, 
the following lengthened account of the attack 
on the stockade at Pasir Sala, in which Cap- 
tain Innes was killed, is given 

By the Pyak Pekhet, from Perak, we have 
been able to obtain the following “further par- 
ticulars regarding the murder of Mr. Bi 
and the subsequent attack on the stockade 
before which Captain Innes lost his life. Mr. 
Birch was first speared in. the bath-house and 
plunged into the water ; he was speared there 
Signin and eventually dra bore, and had 

together ten wounds on his body. ' His boat 
was subsequently looted, and several valuable 
documents, along with’ a large quantity of 
arms and ammunition, were made away wit 
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‘she Resident’s boat itself being left wh 
Was anchored, the natives evidently fearing 
that its might identify them as 


being connected with the commission of the 
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orime. Mr. Birch’s body was brought down 
by some friendly Bugis sent up by Mr. Swet- 
tenbam from Bandar Bara to look for it. It 
reached the Residency on the morning of the 
6th, and was buried on the same evening; the 
funeral service was read over the grave by 
‘Mr, Swettenham, and the Sikh guard fired 
‘three volleys over it. Lieutenant Abbott, it 
appears, was on the opposite side of the river 
to that ‘on which Mr, Birch was murdered, 
when the latter waa attacked ; he was snipe 
shooting, and while returning towards the 
river was advised to go and hide in the jun- 
gle, this he refused fo do and walked ‘down 
‘tho bank whero he got into his canoe ; he 
hhad no sooner done #0, bowever, when two of 
fhe men in it jumped ashore a third followed 
but Mr. Abbot clutched hold of his hair and 
ushed the canoe off, the man consequent] 
Erorder to save hitelf, had to. scramble 
on board and he was’ forced into. pad- 
ling, the Malays having opened @ promis. 
‘enous fire on the canoe in the meantime, Mr. 
Swettenham’s escape appears to have been 
almost miraculous. He was at Qualla Kangsa, 
when he got some slight intimation of Mr. 
Birch's murder. Ho immediately started 
down the river, and at a village where he stop- 
od for a short time ho was asked particularly 
Tand ; he was on the point of doing so when 
ome of his boatmen induced him not to. He 
‘was in a common Malay boat, his own follow- 
ing in the wake: he was frequently chal- 
Tenged, but his boatmen alwayé replied, and 
at one point in particular his mou were so'tired 
that they could not keep the boat from drift- 
ing on to a shoal alongside of a hostile village ;

On! ont 7 a.m., 50 men of the 10th 
Rogiment, 70 Sikhs and 60 Policemen, with 
some Malays under Mr. Swettenham, pro- 
ceeded up the river to attack a stockade ; be- 
tweon 10 and 11 o'clock, having arrived at a 
point whoro it waa convenient to land, the 
‘whole of the forces disembarked and marched 
by jungle paths for about two miles. All tho 
huts met with wero deserted. ‘The advance 
was made mostly in skirmishing order. A 
Party ofthe 10th wero ahend, tho Police and 

kha followed, the rest of the 10th brought 
up the rear, Bir. Swettenham and a body of 

jalays were co-operating with the regular 
forces, - 
‘The exact position of the stockade was by 
no means certain, but it was known to be 
close to a certain prominent tree which was 
visible from all points, ‘The atockade itself 
consisted apparently of a rampart, 2 ditch, 
and a nibong palisading behind it, bounded 
on one side by the river. Firing being heard 
in front, tho rear guard closed up, ‘Captain 
Innes with Lieutenant Elliot being with it. 
After couple of rounds of rockets, the men of 
‘the 10th advanced within few yards of the 
stockade, Mr. Superintendent Plunket called 
Upon the Police and Sikh guards to follow. 
Tho latter stood still, we believe, and the 
former simply disappeared. Nothing daunted, 
the Europeans advanced, headed by Captain 
Innes, Lieut, Elliot, and Mr. Plunket, while 
Lient. Booth and Mr, Swettenham with their 























respective parties did the same. It is not 
very clear what followed exactly, the official 
report not having been received as yet. All 
that is known is that Captain Innes was seen 
to spring up, wave his sword and drop down 
dead, being shot through- the heart within 
about nine yards of the stockade. Lieutenant 
Elliot was wounded in the left forearm, the 
bullet entering abeve the elbow about two 
inches, piercing it and penetrating his side, 
where coming in coutact with a rib it glanced 
off and following its course, lodged itself not 
far from his spine. Lieutenant Booth next 
got a thot in bis foot, while several of the 
Privates also fell victims to Malay bullets, 

The outer rampart and the ditch of the 
stockade were duly carried ; but being un- 
supported by the Sikhs and Police, and as the 
‘enemy appeared to be in considerable force 
bebind the palisading, it was deemed advisable 
after the heavy casualties sustained, to sound 
the signal for a retreat, which was effected in 
order. The boats were duly reached and the 
force reached the Residency again without 
being further molested. Captain Innes’ body 
was buried on the evening of the same day 
alongeide of Mr. Birch’s, at the back of the 
Residency. His Excellency the Governor 
arrived at. the scene of the disturbances on 
the morning of the 8th. Captain Cunloy was 
appointed to the charge of the Residency, and 

jis Excellency, after a stay of two days, left 
for Singapore, having previously had an 
interview with the Sultan Abdulla, who had 
returned after » temporary absence from the 
Residency, which led most people to believe 
he had fled

‘Mabarajah’s guaboat Pulai was sent up to 
Perak with tho approval and at the wish of 
HLE. the Governor, the object being that some 
of the Mabarajah’s officers might be able to 
cross over from Laroot to Upper Perak in 
order to ascertain beyond doubt, as only 
native officials could, the real state of feeling 
there towards the British Government. For 
this good service, it must be confessed that 
the thanks of the community to the Mabara- 
jab have beon of the scantiest, 

We now learn that the Maharajah has just 
rendered the Colony another good service, 
‘The whereabouts of Rajahs Mahdie and Mah- 
moud, of Salangore notoriety, have been the 
‘subject of inquiry since the Perak disturbances, 
It has been generally rumoured and believed 
that both were at the bottom of these dis- 
turbances and that both had gone or were on 
the way to Perak to take part in the fighting. 
‘This is an entire mistake, at least wo far as 
Rajah Mahdie has been concerned. For 
some time back he has been living quietly up 
at Padang, a place close to Batu. Pabat, 
between this and Malacca, and not far from 
‘Moar river. There being some apprehension 
entertained of what he might do, the Mahara. 
jsh of Johore sent up bis gunboat, either the 

antic or Pulai, to persuade him to show his 
good faith by coming down to Johore, and 
we are informed that Rajah Mabdie, although. 
sick, consented and came away in the gun- 
boat, and there is no reason to believe that 




















he has had anything whatever to do with the 
Perak rebellion, or that he has been trying to 
revive disturbances in Salangore. In this 
matter again it must be acknowledged that 
His Highness of Johore has shown his good: 
will to the British Government, and for this 
he should receive all credit. 

‘With regard to Rajah Mahmoud, he is said 
to have aided the escape of Mr. Swettenham 
when on his way down to Perak river, just 
shortly after Mr. Birch's assassination,

daylight on the 20th ult., having in tow the 
ship Argonaut, coal laden.”

It is that portion of the 
fabric which serves as a sort of bracket on 
which the nest itself (made of grass, seaweed, 
fibres, small leaves, &c,) is built, ‘There aro 
two forms of this’support, one flat like an 
oyster shell, the other deep and spoon-shaped, 
Tt is a transparent mass, somewhat like 
Ines, mother-of-pearl, or white horn, and 
isof animal origin, It wae formerly supposed 
that this gelatin-like mavs might be prepared 
in the bird’s crop, from seaweed and other 
marine plants. This, however, is a mistake, 
If one opens the animal’s stomach about the 
time of building, it is found to contain insects, 
but no vegetable matter; moreover, in all 
apecies of the family of swifts, the crop is 
wanting. Dr. Bernstein has found that at 
that season the salivary glands under the 
tongue are enormously developed. On open 
ing the bill, they are seen as two large awell- 
ings, one on eitlier side, and these chiefly sup- 
ply the material in question. ‘They secrete a 
viscid mucous substance, like a concentrated 
solution of gum arabic, which can be drawa 
out of the mouti in long threads ; and in the 
air it soon dries, and is found to be the 
{even microscopically) as the bracket material, 
When one of the little birds wishes to 
in building, it flies repeatedly against the 
selected spot, pressing each timo a little 
saliva against the rock with the tip of ite 
tongue. ‘This it will do from ten to twenty 
times, moving away not more than a few 
yards in the intervals.

‘THE HYDROGRAPHIC PROCEEDINGS OF 
‘H. M. 8, “ CHALLENGER.” 
(China. Mail. )

Privately, it amounts 
foanimpossbiity almost to do business, and the insignificant aggregate, recorded during the week ending last night, is strong pre- 
sumptivo evidence in support of this statement, as well as of the native chorus above written. 
"Whe ss. Ohihl arrived from Tientsin yesterday, but brought no news, It was supposed that the Peiho would be closed to navigat 
in about a week after the Chikli left.
